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Domestic  Recipes. 

C.vllib’h  Doughnuts. — One  quart  of 
floor,  one  teecnpfnl  sugar, 
gpoonfnl  cream  tartar,  three-fourths  tear- 
spoon  foi  soda  dissolved  in  a  teacupful 
boot  milk,  one  and  one  half  teaspoonfnla 
salt,  two  eggs;  add  a  Utile  sweet  milk, 
cinnamon  for  spice. 

Mitr  Pr«»  — Cbcst. — One  quart  of 
floor;  nib  through  it  two  teaspoon/nto 
of  cream  tartar,  a  piece  of  batter  the 
size  of  a  largo  egg,  or  of  lard,  well 
beaten  first,  and  a  tea'poonfol  at  least  of 
salt.  Dissolve  one  teaspoonfui  of  soda 
in  one  cap  of  milk  or  water, 
with  the  floor,  adding  enough  more 
make  the  crust  stiff  enough  to  rolL  Roll 
it  half  an  ioch  thick,  and  use  no  bottom 
crust.  Take  bits  of  bone,  gristle,  and 
pieces  of  meat  which  are  not  nioe  for 
the  pie;  cover  them  with  oold  water, 
simmer  gently  for  a  long  time,  strain  off 
tho  gravy  so  made,  thicken  it  with  a 
.m.li  piece  of  bn  tier  and  a  tableepoon- 
ful  of  floor,  previously  rubbed  together. 

If  yon  have  plenty  of  gravy,  save  a  part 
of  it  to  serve  in  a  tureen.  Out  the 
cold  meat  into  small  square  pieces,  lay  it 
in  a  baking  dish  (without  an  inner 
crost),  add  tiny  bits  of  butter,  pepper 
ami  salt,  sprinkle  a  little  bit  of  floor 
over  the  top,  add  a  cupful  of  gravy  or 
hot  water.  Then  oujer  with  crust;  bake 
about  three-quarters  of  au  hour.  A  lit¬ 
tle  onion,  finely  minced,  is  an  improve¬ 
ment;  or  a  few  spoonfuls  of  canned  to¬ 
matoes.  The  cnwt  makes  good  biscuits. 

Rrbikpast Carrs  —  Eight  cups  floor, 
one-half  cnp  butter,  three- fourths  cup 
sugar,  one  quart  milk,  two  deserts  poo  n- 
fnls  *o.la,  three  heaping  ones  of  cream 
tartar,  two  eggs,  one  teaspoonful  salt. 

Rake  in  muffin  rings  or  patty  pons  in  the 
oven  fifteen  to  twenty  minutes. 

Haw  and  Eogs.— Chop  finely  some 
cold  boiled  ham,  fat  and  lean  together, 
say  a  pound  to  four  eggs;  put  a  piece 
of  batter  in  the  pan,  then  the  ham;  let 
it  get  well  warmed  through,  then  beat 
the  eggs  light;  stir  them  in  briskly. 

Lxmo.ns.  — Lemons  will  keep  good  for 
moifths  if  sliced  when  sound  and  pack¬ 
et!  in  glass  jars  with  a  thick  layer  of 
white  sugar  between  the  slices. 

French  Loaf  Cable. — Two  cups  of 
white  su^nr,  one  scaufc  cup  of  butter, 
one  cup  ot  sweot  milk,  three  heaping 
cups  of  floor,  throe  eggs,  two  teaspoon- 
foLs  cream  tartar,  one  teaspoonfnl  soda. 

Put  sugar,  butter,  eggs  (not  previously 
beaten),  soda,  and  cream  tartar  all  to¬ 
gether  beat  to  a  froth;  add  the  milk, 
beating  well;  flavor  with  lemon  extract; 
add  the  flour  gradually,  pour  into  a  cake 
tiu,  lined  with  battered  paper,  sprinkle 
a  little  powdered  sugar  over  the  oake 
before  baking.  It  is  well  to  oover  it 
when  firnt  putting  in  the  oven,  in  order 
not  to  harden  tho  top  too  soon.  This 
is  very  nice,  and  quickly  x^ode. 

iriM«  t  a  Cheese  maker  Says.  1 
A  cheese  maker  in  the  Utica  Herald 
ksjs  :  I  will  occupy  your  attention 
with  a  little  plain  talk  on  tho  subject  of 
the  best  means  of  enchancing  the  value 
of  the  milk  you  send  to  the  cheese  fac¬ 
tory.  It  is  very  important  to  you  whether 
the  milk  you  send  is  manufactured  into 
inferior,  middling  or  superior  cheese. 

That  you  can  by  proper  feeding,  care 
and  cleanliness  remove  the  obstacles  that 
operate  to  prevent  the  production  of  an 
article  that  will  more  nearly  approach  or 
rival  tho  finest  English  cheese  there  is 
no  doubt.  The  tine  cheese  of  England 
are  marie  from  milk  which  has  been  pro¬ 
duced  from  healthy  cows,  fed  on  good 
heritage,  the  milk  having  been  properly 
cared  for  in  every  way  with  the  most 
scrupulous  cleanliness.  But  here  in 
America,  under  the  factory  system,  care 
aud  cleanliness  about  milk  is  a  lost  art, 
or  rather  au  art  that  has  never  been  ac¬ 
quired  by  many  cheese  factory  patrons. 

I  know  some  of  you  would  reply  :  The 
cheese  maker  ought  to  see  to  all  these 
things.  I  answer  the  thing  is  imposai 
ble.  Can  he  iuspect  your  milking  pails, 
milk  cans  aud  milker’s  hands  ?  Or  o&n 
he  see  that  you  send  no  green  or  g&rget- 
ted  milk  to  the  factory  f  Or  see  whether 
your  cows  were  harried  home  with 
dog,  blown  and  sweltering  with  heat 
Or  can  he  see  how  many  cows  were  left 
unmilked  over  night  and  their  half 
putrid  messes  sent  to  the  factory  in  the 
morning  to  operate  like  yea-  t  in  the 
well  kept  milk  of  careful  patrons  ?  Or 
can  the  cheese  maker  prevent  you  from 
detaining  the  milk  at  home  after  milk¬ 
ing  is  finished,  or  lingoring  to  gossip  on 
the  way,  aud  then  racing  to  the  factory 
with  tho  hot  milk  closed  up  in  the  can 
advancing  rapidly  toward  putrefaction. 

These  are  causes  that  the  cheese  maker 
can  a  ot  control,  and  it  is  these  that 
baffle  the  skill  and  frustrate  the  efforts 
of  tlje  most  competent  cheese  maker. 

These  are  the  greatest  causes  of  inferior 
oheeee. 

lint  beside  these  the  maker  has  a  con 
tinual  war  to  wage  against  slovenliness. 

He  may  provide  patrons  with  strainers 
and  nrators,  bnt  he  cannot  make  thefi^ 
use  them.  In  our  factory  strainer  are 
found  leaves,  hairs,  seeds,  feathers, 
seaba,  dots  of  blood,  cow  manure,  fowl 
manure,  flies,  bugs,  beetles,  spiders, 
worms,  snails  and  lizards,  which  speak 
volumes  about  the  care  and  oleanliness 
of  these  factory  patrons.  It 
l>elief  to.  think  of  the  ignoranoe  and 
carelessness  manifested  by  patrons  about 
this  their  most  valuable  produot.  It 
evident  that  they  only  have  one  concern 
about  their  milk,  viz. :  that  it  should 
weigh  welL  They  think  that  the 
cheese  maker  should  accomplish  what¬ 
ever  else  is  needful  to  make  fine  oheeee. 

They  place  their  evening's  milk  in  their 
cans,  bestowing  little  or  no  care  on 
entirely  oblivions  of  the  fact  that  five 
ten  per  cent,  of  rainwater  in  their  milk 
ia  a  sly  way  of  filching  a  few  cents  out 
of  their  honeet  fellow  patrons’  pockets. 

To  return  to  the  point  of  mixing  the 
morning  and  evening  mess  before  bring¬ 
ing  it  to  the  factory.  I  tell  yon  that  it 
is  a  very  pernicious  practice  and  one 
that  gives  a  large  amount  of  trouble  to 
oheeae makers.  In  the  early  fall  even 
soma  patrons  who  have  been  allowed  to 
draw  onoe  a  day  are  sure  to  attempt 
this,  and  others  seeing  it  soon  follow 
thehad  example.  Now  nothing  so  an-

secretary  to  supply  such  deficiencies, 
to  be  printed  and  refesred  to  the  committee  on 
Indian  affairs. 

Mr.  Aloom  (Rep.),  of  Mississippi,  introduced 
a  till  appropriating  #3, 200,000  to  repair  and  in 
part  rebuild  the  levees  of  tbe  Mississippi  river; 
providing  for  its  expenditure,  and  for  other 
purposes.  Referred  to  the  t- elect  committee 
on  file  Mississippi  levoee. 

Mr.  Morrill  (Rep.),  of  Vermont,  from  the 
committee  on  public  holdings  aud  grounds,  re¬ 
ported  favorably  on  tbe  House  bill  appropria¬ 
ting  $t5.000  for  the  purchase  of  material  and 
lor  tbe  continuation  of  the  work  on  the  build¬ 
ing  for  a  custom  house  at  St  Louis.  The  bill 
was  then  read  a  third  time  and  paused. 

Mr.  Hamlin  (Rep.),  of  Maine,  introduced  a 
bill  flxlpg  the  rate  of  postage  on  third  class 
mail  matter  and  for  other  purposes.  The  bill 
proposes  the  following  rates  of  postage,  gradu¬ 
ated  according  to  distance,  namely  :  For  dis¬ 
tances  not  exceeding  30)  miles,  one  cent  for 
each  two  ouneae  of  fractional  part  thereof  ;  for 
distances  between  300  and  800  miles,  two 
cents;  for  distances  between  800  and  1,500 
miles,  three  oents,  and  for  each  additional  L,- 
000  miles,  one  cent  additional  for  each  two 
ounces  or  fractional  part  thereof. 

A  special  rate  is,  however,  proposed  for  tran¬ 
sient  newspapers  and  magazines,  namely: 
One  cent  for  every  two  ounces  or  fractional 
part  thereof  for  any  distance  not  exceedng  1,- 
000  miles,  but  for  any  greater  distance  double 
this  rate  is  bo  be  paid.  The  bill  also  provides 
that  ail  occasional  publications,  prices  current, 
ca’alognes,  acd  aunuals,  and  all  regular  publi¬ 
cations  devoted  primarily  to  advertising  pur¬ 
poses,  or  for  free  circulation  at  nominal  sub¬ 
scription  rates,  shall  hereafter  be  considered 
and  charged  as  third-olsea  mail  matter.  Other 
provisions  authorized  the  writing  of  a  brief 
form  of  presentation  or  of  a  brief  description 
upon  books  aud  magazines,  or  any  other  arti¬ 
cles  mai:ed  a-»  third-class  matter ;  and  all  in¬ 
sufficiently  prepaid  matter  to  be  carried  to  its 
destination  m  cases  where  thebe  has  not  been 
a;>  evident  intention  to  underpay  the  full 
amount,  provided  that  double  the  deficiency 
shall  be  collected  at  tbe  other  end.  When  the 
ssuder  is  known,  ho*  ever,  he  is  to  be  notified 
and  required  to  make  full  prepayment.  Re¬ 
ferred. 

Mr.  Morton  (Kept),  of  ludiana,  reported 
favorably  ou  the  Senate  bill  to  provide  for  and 
regulate  the  counting  of  votes  for  the  Presi¬ 
dent  and  Vice-President,  and  tbe  deoiaion  of 
questions  arising  thereoD.  Placed  on  the 
calendar. 

Mr.  Speuccr  (Bep.),  of  Alabama,  from  the 
committee  on  the  District  of  Columbia,  report¬ 
ed  favorably  on  tbe  Senate  bill  to  amend  seo- 
ti->n  993  of  the  revised  statutes  of  the  United 
States,  relaiiug  to  the  District  of  Colombia,  eo 
as  to  make  tbe  twenty-saeoad  of  February  a 
legal  holiday,  with  an  amendment  making  the 
twelth  day  of  February,  the  birthday  of  Abra¬ 
ham  Lincoln,  a  legal  holiday  also.  Placed  on 
the  calendar. 

HOUSE. 

Mr.  Warren  (Dem.),  of  Massachusetts,  au- 
loriziag  the  payment  to  the  executor  of  Henry 
Wilson,  late  Vice- President  of  the  United 
States,  of  an  amount  equal  to  the  salary  of 
Vice- President  for  the  unexpired  portion  of  the 
term  for  which  he  wm  elected. 

Mr.  Odell  (Dem.),  of  New  York,  appropria¬ 
ting  $25,000  for  a  monument  in  commemora¬ 
tion  or  the  capture  of  MgJor  Andre  by  Pauld¬ 
ing.  Wiliiaam,  and  Van  Wert,  near  the  town  of 
Oreenbury,  Westchester  county.  N.  Y. 

Mr.  Willis  (Dem.),  of  New  York,  to  simplify 
the  existing  lews  imposing  duties  oo  imports 
and  to  reduce  the  rates  thereon ;  also  to  re¬ 
store  the  duty  on  tea  and  ooffee,  and  to  enlarge 
the  free  list. 

Mr.  Waddell  (Dem.),  of  North  Carolina,  to 


Mr.  Sayler  also  reported  a  bill  to  amend  the 
act  of  March  thirteen,  1874,  to  enoourage  the 
growth  Of  timber  on  tbe  Western  prairies.

Hints  on  Sickness. 

The  following  short  hints  conoeming 
the  proper  treatment  of  the  sick  are  in¬ 
valuable: 

Don’t  whisper  iu  the  sick-room. 

When  tho  doctor  comes  to  see  you, 
remember  how  many  pairs  of  stairs  he 
has  to  climb  every  day,  and  go  down  to 
him  if  you  are  well  enough. 

When  you  are  sitting  np  at  night  with 
a  patient,  be  sure  to  have  something  to 
eat,  if  you  wiah  to  save  yourself  unnec¬ 
essary  exhaustion. 

Remember  that  sick  people  are  not 
necessarily  idiotic  or  imbecile,  and  that 
it  is  not  always  wise  to  try  to  persuade 
them  that  their  sufferings  are  imagin 
ary.  They  may  even  at  times  know  best 
what  they  need. 

Never  deoeive  a  dying  person  unless 
by  the  doctor's  express  orders.  It  is 
not  only  wrong  to  allow  any  soal  to  go 
into  eternity  jrithont  preparation;  bnt 
how  can  you  tell  but  that  he  has  some¬ 
thing  he  ought  to  tell  or  do  before  he 
goes  away. 

If  you  have  a  sick  friend  to  whom  you 
wish  to  be  of  use,  do  not  content  your 
self  with  sending  her  flowers  and  jelly 
but  lend  her  one  of  your  piotures  to 
hang  in  plaee  of  hers,  or  a  bronze  to  re¬ 
place  the  one  at  which  she  is  so  tired  of 
staring. 

Don’t  have  needless  conversations 
with  the  doctor  on taide  of  the  sick-room. 
Nothing  will  excite  and  irritate  a  ner¬ 
vous  patient  sooner.  If  you  do  have 
sueh  a  conversation,  don’t  tell  the  pa¬ 
tient  that  the  doctor  said  “  nothing.’’ 
He  won’t  believe  you;  and  he  will  im¬ 
agine  the  worst  possible.  •, 

In  lifting  the  sick,  do  not  take  them 
by  the  shoulders  and  drag  them  up  on 
the  pillows,  but  get  some  one  to  help 
yon.  Lot  one  stand  on  one  Mde  of  the 
patient,  the  other  opposite;  then  join 

under  the  sh<m\d**e  and  hi  pa, 

aud  lift  them  steadily  and  promptly  to¬ 
gether.  This  method  is  easy  foe*  those 
who  lift,  and  does  not  disturb  the  one 
who  is  lifted. 

Do  not  imagine  that  your  duty  is  over 
when  you  have  nursed  your  patient 
through  his  illness,  and  he  is  about  the 
house,  or  perhaps  going  out  again. 
Strength  does  not  come  back  in  a  mo¬ 
ment,  and  the  days  when  little  things 
worry  and  little  effort  exhaust — when 
the  car ea  of  business  begin  to  press,  but 
the  f^Bble  brain  and  hand,  refuse  to  think 
and  eifecute — are  the  most  trying  to  the 
siok  one,  and  then  comes  the  need  foff 
your  tenderest  bare,  your  most  unobtru¬ 
sive  watchfulness.

Anecdote  of  Washington . 

In  the  midst  of  the  gravest  operations, 
and  burdened  with  a  thousand  cares  and 
anxieties,  Washington  never  forgot  the 
minutest  details;  he  was  as  mindful  of 
little  things  an  big.  At  the  battle  of 
Monmouth,  when  the  commander-in- 
chief  was  riding  up  from  the  Freehold 
meeting  honse,  where  he  had  been  di¬ 
recting  i  mpoxtant  movements,  he  met 
the  main  portion  of  the  Patriot  army  re¬ 
treating  in  wild,  confusion  before  the 
pursuing  British.  With  stem  indigna¬ 
tion  and  withering  reproof  he  called  the 
ohief  officers  to  a  sense  of  their  dnty% 
and  then,  by  almost  superhuman  ef¬ 
forts,  in  the  face  of  a  galling  Are  from 
the  enemy,  he  rallied  his  stampeding 
forces. 

Fearlessly,  as  though  he  were  con- 
scions  of  a  charmed  life,  he  rode  in  the 
very  tbiokest  of  the  iron  storm,  laying 
his  plans,  and  giving  his  orders.  The 
army  of  bravto,  true  patriots,  which,  half 
an  hour  before,  had  seemed  on  the  verge 
oi  destruction,  panic  stricken  and  with¬ 
out  order,  web  now  drawn  up  i$  steady, 
unflinching  airay  of  battle,  prepared  to 

through  the  “leaden  ratn  and  iron 
hail,”  that  Washington’s  horse  was  shot 
under  him.  The  ohief  coolly  stepped 
from  the  prostrate  charger,  and  having 
reoeived  from  tbe  hands  of  an  attendant 
orderly  a  fresh  horse,  ready  caparisoned, 
he  turned  to  the  body  servant  who  fol¬ 
lowed  him  dose  through  aU  dangers, 
and  without  the  presence  of  whose  ebon 
visage  a  picture  of  “Washington  and 
his  Family  ”  would  no  tbe  complete,  and 
quietly  said: 

“  Here,  Billy,  take  the  saddle  from 
that  dead  horse,  and  look  out  for  it.” 
And  then  he  dashed  away  to  direct  the 
planting  of  Oswald's -batioryi 

“Golly!”  exclfiimed  old  Hifij,  as  he 
related  the  incident  to  one  cf  the  family 
on  his  return  home,  “  who  ebber  did 
see  such  a  80  Mas’r  Washington  ? 
Who'd  ebber  ’a  thought  ob  dat  saddle 
but  him  ?  I  tell  ye  mas’r  remembers 
eberyt’ing— eb’rything  down  to  de  berry 
httleet!”  _ 
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
